1 . Claims 1 4- 1 5 , 1 8-20 and 23 are allowed. 
The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
The prior art or record Tamura et al (U.S. patent 6,806,978) fails to suggest or disclose the 
collective features of the invention such as "the data transmission request is issued by the 
image supply device when the image supply device has the target data to be transmitted to said 
communication apparatus; decision means for deciding to segment the target data and receive the 
segmented target data a plurality of number of times from the image supply device in the case 
that the information indicates that the target data is image data" along with the rest of the 
features of the claim renders Claims 14-15, 18-20 and 23 allowable.
